Exemption of $6000 Wil! be 
Aid to Small Farmers 
and Tradesmen. 
Follows Closely Provisions of 
Measure in Effect in the 
Philippines

WASHINGTON, April 10.—Text 
of the sales tax bill to be intro- 
duced by Senator Smoot of Utah in 
the Senate tomorrow was made pub- 
lic tonight. 
| The bill imposes a tax of 1 per 
cent on all turnovers with an annual 
exemption of $6000, the effect of this 
being to exempt smaller farmers and 
tradesmen. It has been estimated 
that the 1 per cent would yield more 
than $2,000,000,000 annually. 

In a statement in behalf of the 
general sales tax plan, Senator 
Smoot deciares that its advantages 
are extreme simplicity of assess- 
ment and collection. a low tax rate 
applying uniformly in all commodi- 
ties. and absence of complicated fea- 
tures which make it difficult for the | 
tax payér to know at any time what 
hig tax laDbilities are.

from such a tax is to be reduced 
or increased, the only amendment 
required to the law would be to 
change the rate of tax. '

It also does not apply 
to a few commodities on which there 
is now an excise tax and which is 
not repealed by the bill, such as au- 
tomobiles, automobile trucks and 
wagons, motorcycles and tires, parts

FORMER EMPRESS. 
OF GERMANY DIES 
IN DOORN CASTLE

The fornfer Empress was notable 
chiefly for her interest in ,charitable 


work and her efforts to relieve the 
distress of the poor. It has been 


| said that she was not gifted or es- 


pecially graceful and cared more 
for the duties of her home life than 
‘| for royal functions. 


Concerning her attitude toward 
the war, little is known. ‘There has 
been nothing to indicate that she 
differed from her consort in the 
German ambition for world domi- 
nation. Some indication of ‘her 
point of view was given in her reply 
in July, 1918, to a letter written by 
the wife ef the Dutch Minister of 
War. In responding, the former 
Empress dectared that Germany-re- 
peatedly had manifested. her readi- 
ness for peace, which, she declared, 
had not been entertained by the op- 
posting powers. 

For more than ten years the 
Empress suffered in health and thie 
was attributed to a disease of the 
heart, but, after treatment at Ger- 
man watering places, she. recovered | 
her normal health. 

One of the stories told of her is 
that she enjoyed visiting 
ihn country districts, selecting one of 
the pupils and promising the child 
to fulfill any wish the child might 
express. A disconcerting instance 
happened when she did this in Al- 
sace, where the schools were being 
Germanized and the French lan- 
gvage su ad. A little girl, re- 
ceiving the promise of the former 
Empress to grant her ed 
that her schoolmates be allowed to 
study the French lenguage.
